Britain's" Canal Base 
'Outdated By H-Bomb' 


LONDON W> — Prime Minister 


Churchill successfully rode down 
a rebellion in his own p a r t y 
Thursday and won overwhelm- 
ing approval in the House of Com- 
mons of his historic decision to 
withdraw British troops from the 
Suez Canal zone. 


The House supported Churchill's 


evacuation policy by a vote of 
257 to 26. It had just heard a gov- 
ernment declaration that the H- 
bomb has made obsolete the billion 
dollar base Britain built and oc- 
cupied for nearly three-quarters of 
a century.^ 


More than half of the House, in- 


cluding most Laborites, abstained. 


The 79-year-old Churchill, wh^ 


declared in 1945 he had not become 
prime minister in order to liquid- 
ate the empire, had staked the 
life of his Cabinet on a motion 
demanding approval of the agree- 
ment initialed with the Egyptian 
government last Tuesday night. 


The • agreement, 
warmly • ap- 


proved by U.S. government leaders 
calls for transfer of the 83,000 
British troops from their Suez base 
within 20 months after a detailed 
pact is signed. The seven-year 
agreement gives Britain the right 
to occupy the base in case of at- 
tack on Turkey or any of the 
Arab League states. The vast in- 
stallations dominating the strate- 
gic waterway are to be kept in 
shape by British or civilian care- 
takers under c o n t r a c t to the 
British. 


'Outdated' 


Seeking to rally the backing of 


40 Tory rebels, Churchill argued 
in a trembling voice that the whole 
British position in Suez had been 
outdated by "the appalling develop- 
ments and the appalling spectacles 
which imagination raises before us. 


"Merely to try to imagine in 


outline how to portray the first few 
weeks of a war as it is now . . . 
would convince you of the obsoles- 
cence of the base."

Ike Offers 
Food To 
Europe 


Flood Victims May Get 
Aid Worth $4 Million 


W A S H I N G T O N tB — 


American food for the victims of 
Europe's floods, including thous- 
ands of hungry behind the Iron 
Curtain, was offered Thursday by 
President Eisenhower. 


He disclosed that emergency as- 


sistance has already been extended 
to people living along the over- 
flowing rivers in West Germany 
and Austria. 


But whether the Communist gov- 


ernments in such countries as 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary~and East 
Germany will accept American 
help was questionable. 


An offer of 15 million dollars 


worth of food for the people of 
East Germany last July was de- 
nounced by the Reds as an Amer- 
ican "propaganda trick." The So- 
viet high commissioner issued a 
protest against the plan. 


Police Ignored 


Nevertheless, the food was sent 


into Berlin and over a four-day 
period 650.000 East Germans ig- 
nored Red police to swarm across 
the border for the free packages. 


The President's latest offer was 


made after the situation was dis- 
cussed at a Cabinet meeting. It 
was the first application of a new 
law authorizing shipments of sur- 
plus food to distressed areas even 
though their governments are not 
friendly to the United States. 


James C. Hagerty, White House 


press secretary, reported that on 
th° basis of a very rough estimate 
about four million dollars worth of 
food is needed in the inundated 
districts. He said the government 
had in mind sending such com- 
modities as grain and probably 
butter from 
the huge" surplus

Lancaster Goes 
On Defensive

Lancaster County commission- 


ers were thrown on the defensive 
after Douglas County appeared 
bciore the State Board of Equal- 
ization and offered comparisons 
of valuations on office buildings 
in Lincoln and Omaha. 


Chauncey 
Barney explained 


that the Lancaster delegation 
come before the board with no 
intentions of making comparisons 
with other counties but- merely 
to show the fairness of assess- 
ments made after a scientific 
appraisal and that it was the 
duty of the state board to make 
such adjustments between coun- 
ties as appeared necessary. 


"The pattern set at the hear- 


ing this afternoon indicates that 
next year every county will have 
to snoop on every other county 
in order to make equal presen- 
tations," Barne3' said. 


Added Expense 


He said that last year the 


board's actions 
provided what 


was believed to be "substantial 
equalization" between counties. 
He described how at added ex- 
pense the county had completed 
a reappraisal of all property in 
a year and a half so that this 
year's figures would be fair to 
all other counties of the state. 


Barney said the county equal- 


ization board used the full 40 
days allowed by law and a num- 
ber of nights to hear protests 
and equalize. He explained tnat 
while the statewide average of 
business inventories showed a 
7.3 per cent decline in assess- 
ment L a n c a s t e r county in- 
creased, this class of property by 
$5,661,435. 


He said the average statewide 


valuation of farm lands de- 
creased 3.7 per cent and town 
lots and improvements 8.1 per 
cent. 
Valuations of Lancaster 


County real estate, he said, were 
increased $7,472,370. 


"Comparisons can be rigged by 


specific examples," Barney said 
in answer to comparisons made 
between Lincoln and Omaha of- 
fice buildings. He sailed atten- 
tion to the fact that the highly- 
praised Tax Appraisal Board in 
Douglas county was either work- 
ing on 1947 formulas when the 
beard was established or later 
valuations xvere out of line with 
earlier figures. 


He explained that Lancaster 


County's formula was set up in 
1952 at the peak of real estate 
prices. 
This was adjusted for 


1954 values by using 70 per cent 
of appraised value for commer- 
cial property, 65 for farms and 
60 on residential to equalize the 
drop in property values. 


Same Yardstick 


"We must use the same yard- 


stick in every county if actual 
equalization is to be obtained," 
he continued. 
He insisted that 


it was not fair for the rest of 
the state to "have to carry the 
load" for the decrease of §196.- 
000.000 in Douglas county valu- 
ations. 


"We didn't know the evidence 


that w o u l d be introduced by 
Douglas County comparing val- 
uations of buildings in the two 
cities or we would have obtained 
a comparison of the difference 
in rentals in the buildings," Bar- 
ney explained. 


Much Older 


Lewis Sholes. chairman of the 


Douglas County Tax Appraisal 
Board, compared the assessment 
of the Stuart Building at $8.62 
per square foot with the Insur- 
ance Building. Omaha, at SI0.38 
per square foot and noted ihnt 
Ihe Insurance building was much 
older. 


Ho aiso compared Ihe Sharp 


Buildms at S9.-54 per square foot 
with the First National Bank 


Omaha at SI3.43 per

President Terms 
It Cornerstone 
Of Program 


WASHINGTON (AP)— The 


Senate Thursday night passed 
the Eisenhower administra- 
tion's big tax revision bill 
carrying a 'wide variety of 
benefits for many individuals 
and corporations. 
The vote 


was 61 to 26. 


Sen. Bowring (R-Neb) voted 


with the majority for passage. 
Sen Reynolds (R-Neb) did not 
vote. 


Forty-two Republicans and 19 


Democrats supported the bill. 
Three Republicans, 22 Democrats 
and one Independent v o t e d 
against. 


The measure, a compromise ver- 


sion already passed by the House, 
now goes to President Eisenhower. 
The President has called it the 
cornerstone of his 1954 legislative 
program. 


The measure, the first complete 


overhaul of the tax laws in 75 
years, goes to the White House 
with most of the key provisions 
n exactly the form that Eisen- 
lower recommended in January. 


Second Major Measure 


It represents the second major 


item on his legislative priority list 
to go to the President on successive 
days. The previous Congress sent 
him the general housing bill. In 
this measure, however, the Presi- 
dent's public housing features 
were cut far below what he had 
asked. 


The tax bill cuts government 


revenues an estimated $1,363,000,- 
000 in the first year. The revenue 
loss will be greater in future years. 


Senate Democrats centered their 


attack on a provision giving a tax 
cut to stockholders on their divi- 
dend income. 


This had been considerably wa- 


tered down from the original Ei- 
senhower request. But opponents 
still sought unsuccessfully to de- 
feat 
the c o m p r o m i s e 
bfll 


so that it w o u l d have to go 
back to another conference with 
the House. 


/i& Billion Cut Program 


Final enactment of the bill com- 


pletes a 7 ^-billion-dollar 1954 tax 
reduction program. This is the big- 
gest one-year cut in history, a fact 
Republican orators expect to use 
throughout the nation in the fall 
elections. 


However, Democrats stress that 


the two biggest cuts — three billion 
through a 10 per cent personal in- 
come tax cut effective last Jan.l 
and two billion through expiration 
of the corporation^ excess profits 
tax on the same date — were fixed 
in a bill enacted in 1951 under 
Democratic rule. 


The other reduction was the one 


billion cut in assorted excise taxes 
effective last April 1. The Treasury 
fought this, but the President 
signed it on recommendation of 
his congressional leaders. 


Corporation Tax Extended 


Offsetting a major part of this 


I'-billion-dolIar first-year revenue 
loss is a provision extending for 
one year the 52 per cent corpora- 
tion tax rate. This will bring in 
an extra Sl.200.000.000. Without the 
extension, the levy would have 
dropped to 47 per cent as of last 
April 1. 


Many Democrats assailed the 


tax revision measure as loaded 
with benefits for the wealthy and 
for big companies, although there 
is general agreement the bill elim- 
inates many injustices and inequi- 
ties for special groups.

There are varying- reports of interest 
and lack of interest on the part of the voters 
as the aspirants for Senate and House seats 
in Congress, and for state office pump hard 
to get crowds out to listen to them. The con- 
clusion is that another relatively light vote 
will be cast. 


If Sen. Terry Carpenter had his way about 


it, Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson 
would get some shoe leather where it would 
do the most good. ''Terrible Terry" has told 
the voters that he favors giving Secretary 


Benson the 
boot.' It 


may be a good idea 
—we are inclined to 
think it is—but it will 
take a whale of a lot 


of doing. Secretary Benson is answerable only 
to President Eisenhower and not to Congress. 
We can recall of no single instance recently 
where congressional hostility has been suffi- 
cient to compel a President to scalp a member 
of his official family. Out at Hastings at a 
well-attended rally addressed by most ot the 
congressional candidates, there was a split on 
this issue of flexible vs. rigid, price supports 
at 90 per cent of parity. Both Gov. Crosby 
and former GOP State Chairman Dave Mar- 
tin of Kearney came out for flexible props. 
Rep. -Carl Curtis, now seeking a Senate seat, 
said he voted for flexible supports at 82 Vz to 
90 per cent of parity but he did not feel that 
flexible supports alone are the answer to the 
surplus problem. Unfortunately the news col- 
umns did not disclose what Mr. Curtis be- 
lieves is the answer. Here in the First District, 
three Republicans—Ira Beynon, Phil Weaver, 
and Murray Rickard, Guide Rock farmer—all 
came out for rigid supports on the basis of 
90 per cent of parity. 


The Boot For

Mr. Beynon said a mouthful when he ridi- 


culed the idea of crushing tood surpluses in a 
hungry "-world. There are masses undernour- 
ished and hungry in many parts of the world 
—masses easily able to consume all and more 
than the present food sut pluses Secretary 
Benson discusses at every opportunity. Trou- 
ble is, these people lack the dough to satisfy 
their hunger. They arc both customers and 
not customers. All they lack is the ability to 
pay for what they -would like to eat. And in 
present current Washington trends in the de- 
mands for higher tariffs, there is little likeli- 
hood that their position will be improved.

There California and 
Arizona have been at each other's throats for 
yeais in a dispute over the right to waters of 
the Colorado River to expand irrigation re- 
quirements. The fight has been in Congress 
and in the courts. Now an upper Coloiado 
River compact is under negotiation, with the 
light undiminished and six states in turmoil. 


We aie unacquainted with the circum-' 


stances which inspiied the late Hugh Butler 
to outline his views in letter form. We knew 
firsthand of his interest m the matter, the 
study which he w?s giving it in carrying out 
what he thought was to Nebraska's best in- 
terest. Shortly Nebraska will be voting to 
select candidates for Congress, including both 
House and Senate, candidates for the state 
Legislature, and

Those seeking these offices should be as can- 
did as Sen. Butler was in making known their 
views on the proposed basin compact. 


Any compact will ha\e much bearing upon 


the future of Nebraska. 


Hearings Bear Fruit 


( Americans will wait a long time for any 
authoritative and forthright verdict on the 
Army-McCarthy hearings. It was one of those 
odd affairs in which everyone sounds off. 
Then the jury retires and never comes back. 


But the Christian Science Monitor believes 


the Army came out on top. As evidence it 
cites the recent purge of members on Mc- 
Carthy's staff plus the mounting sentiment in 
the Senate for a revised code of fair pro- 
cedures to govern investigating subcommit- 
tees in the future. 


Both, contends the Monitor, are tacit ad- 


missions that the McCarthy assistants could 
not vindicate themselves and that methods 
of investigation would not stand the test of 
close scrutiny. 


If more acceptable investigators succeed 


those who have gone from the scene and their 
methods are more sensitive to America's sense 
of fair play then the hearings will have to be 
regarded as successful and fruitful. Whether 
one likes or dislikes McCarthy, all agree that 
a sub-committee to keep a watchful eye on 
the Reds is something the country should not 
do without these days.

ferring to the Smoot amendment, 
"and 
with this understanding I 


shall vote against the substitute, 
because I regard that as meaning- 
less, something like the poetry 
at the heao. of Kipling's chapters, 
it has not anything to do with the 
real issue that has been raised 
here. 


"We are concerning ourselves 


with the public morals, with the 
public interest, the quality of of- 
ficial conduct and act, the man- 
ner in which that conduct or that 
act affects the public welfare." 


The vote, 54 to 22, decided that

Star: The city of Lincoln should 
have a utility board elected _by 
the 
people 
of Lincoln, which 


would" take foU responsibility for 
the operation of Lincoln's muni- 
cipal" utilities, both water and 
light departments. 
This is a 


multi-million-dollar business 
< es- 


timated valuation, 
S20. 00,000). 


Most cities of Lincoln's popula- 
tion and larger h a v e utility 
boards. 
The Citv Council and mayor 


admit they cannot do justice to 
the administration of these de- 
partments. I understand there is 
a water board and light Apart- 
ment board acting without re- 
sponsibility. Both these boards 
have good men appointed by the 
mayor. They simply listen to the 
projects put before them but 
they have no responsibility to 
the citizens of Lincoln. Why not 
give them proper authority? 


The water and light depart- 


ment should have its own engi- 
neering department and thereby 
keep up with the growth of the 
citv and the keeping of good en- 
gineering records. The present 
city engineering department has 
too" much of a variation of work 
such as paving., sewers, street. 
etc. 
They are unable *o give 


each 
individual s e c t i o n the 


proper attention. The water de- 
partment office is about" as large 
as i" was 45 years ago when we 
had about 4.000 consumers. Now 
there are about 27,000 consumers 
of water and about 10.000 light 
consumers. It is a big business! 
There should be adequate space 
in the utility- office to file prop- 
crlv all records, accounts, etc. 


l" do not criticize the S6.000.000 


work program, but we could 
have had immediate relief by 
putting in a boo?ler pump half- 
way between Ashland and Lin- 
coln and buiidins; more rcscr- 
VOTS. ^>o reservoirs have been 
buil: in recent years except the 
one in the new project, and some 
of the old small reservoirs near 
A S'.reet haie bad leaks and are 
not very reliable. The five-mil- 
hor.-£;alJon reservoir built on the 
r:orth oiricr drive is not enough 
for a reserve. Omaha is aboul 
three times larger than 
-'ncoln 


and built a 25-million-gallon res- 
ervoir la/t year. The solution for 
Lincoln 3? more reservoirs and 
not high water towers. 


1 do not know just what action 


must be taken to set an official 
utility board. Would it require a 
bill passed by lie state ".-egisla- 
turc or can Lincoln take action 
under the home rule charter? 
The city legal department can 
answer that question. T do not 
sec how the Council can. without 
authority of an election, appoint 
a go-between or a sort of city 
manager. The Council is shirk- 
ing its re?ponsioi3Hy so -"t can 
pass the buck. 1 have heard 
people complain that they h?ve 
taken their questions or griev- 
ances to the head of a depart- 
ment arid arc shunted to the City 
Council. The Council refers them 
back again. Why does not the 
Council let ihe people of Lincoln 
vole on the propo?t3on of -whether 
of not they -want a utility board?

Jlarciano. his eye cut completely 
healed, will give ex-champ Ezzard 
Charles another chance at his 
world heavyweight boxing title in 
a New York bout that probably will 
be held Wednesday, Sept. 15 at 
Yankee Stadium. 


Promoter Jim Norris of the In- 


ternational Boxing Club announced 
two tentative dates, Sept. 15 at the 
Stadium or Thursday, Sept. 21 at 
the Polo Grounds.

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Tax Revision Bill Affects Every Taxpayer In U.S. 


... Major Provisions Explained 


every 


WASHINGTON (INS) — The 


big tax revision bill now headed 
lor President Eisenhower's sig- 
nature into law affects 
taxpayer in the country. 


Here is an explanation of some 


of the major provisions: 


Corporation dividends — Cor- 


poration income now is taxed 
twice, once when corporations 
pay their income taxes and again 
when stockholders pay taxes on 
their shares of the corporation 
income in the form of dividends. 


the bill will exempt the first 


$50 of dividend income received 
after July 31 from federal taxes. 
In 
addition, stockholders can 


subtract 4 per cent of the re- 
maining dividend income from 
their final tax bill. 


'• For instance, a single person 
making $6,000 a year." of which 
$1,000 is from stock dividends, 
normally would pay a tax of 
$931. The 4 per cent credit, after 
subtracting the first $50 in divi- 
dend income, would be $38. so 
h'is'new tax bill would be $893. 


Medical deductions — If you 


Itemize deductions on your "tax 
return ratter than take the stan- 
dard 10 per cent deduction, you 
can subtract from your income 
all medical and dental expenses 
greater than 5 per cent of your 
income. The maximum deduc- 
tion allowed now is $5,000 on a 
joint return or 52,500 oh a single 
return. 


The bill will allow deduction of 


all expenses above 3 per cent of 
your income. The limitation is 
raised to 510,000 on a joint re- 
turn and $5,000 on a single re- 
turn. 


T Under present law, you 
can 


count all of your drugs and med- 
icines under medical expenses in 
figuring 
deductions. 
However, 


th'e bill sets a ceiling on 1 per 
cent of total income for these 
hems. 
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In other words, If you make 


$4,000 a year and your drug and 
medicine bill is $45, you can 
count only five dollars of that in 
figuring your total medical ex- 
penses. 


Tax Return Filing Bates — 


Everyone will have an extra 
month to pay his taxes. 
For 


most, this means until 'Vpril 15. 


Persons 
filing 
estimates of 


their income every three nonths 
will also have until April 15 to 
file 
their 
first 
estimate 
and 


make their first installment pay- 
ment. 


The second and third install- 


ments will still be due on June 
15 and Sept. 15. But the final 
date, except for farmers, will be 
moved from Jan. 15 to Jan. 31. 


Retirement 
I n c o m e — 


"Under present law, retired per- 
sons don't have to pay taxes on 
social security benefits and cer- 
tain other 
federal 
retirement 


payments. 


The bill will exempt all kinds 


of retirement income. The max- 
imum limit is $1,200. A person 
can earn up to $900 a year and 
still not pay taxes on the first 
$1',200 in income received from 
pension plans, annuities, rents 
or dividends. 


However, 
for 
each 
dollar 


earned above $900, one dollar 
must be subtracted from the 
maximum allowed exemption, or 
from $1,200. 


In other words, a person get- 


ting $1,000 in wages and $1,400 
from dividends and an annuity 
must pay taxes on $1,300 —that 
is, on all of his wages and $300 
of his retirement income. 


C h i l d - C a r e Costs — A 


working woman or widower will 
be able to deduct up to $600 in 
expenses paid to a person for 
taking care of a child under 12 
years of age or of any dependent 
who is mentally or physically 
incapable of caring for himself. 


If a deduction is claimed by 


a working wife whose husband 
is also employed, she must file 
a joint return. Deductions 
on 


combined income begin at $4,500. 


In other words, if a couple 


made more than $5,100 a year, 
no benefit could be claimed. If 
they made $4,800, a $300 deduc- 
tion would be allowed.

spending speedup to "give the 
economy a little nudge" has been 
set in motion by the Eisenhower 
administration, Secretary of Com- 
merce Weeks disclosed Thursday.

ation for depressed industries, in- 
cluding soft coal and anthracite, 
textiles and metals mining. 


Weeks announced a $65,800,000, 


government - subsidized expansion 
program for the American Presi- 
dent Lines, as a start toward re- 
juvenating the merchant fleet and 
reviving U.S. shipyards — which. 
Weeks said, have not received a 
private 
shipbuilding order 
this 


year. 


The President Lines, he said, 


will build two n e w passenger- 
cargo ships of "the most ad-

American Objections 
Treated With Contempt 


W A S H I N G T O N WV-Rcd 


China has contemptuously turned 
down American protests against 
Communist fighter plane attacks 
on British and American aircraft 
over the South China Sea. 


The Reds refused e\cn to con- 


sider the protests. 


The State Department disclosed 


Thursday the rejection had oc- 
curred Wednesday at Peiping. It 
announced tnat the matter "will 
not be permitted to rest there" 
but did not say what new steps 
might be taken. 


No Assurances 


Two slient points emerged from 


the situation: 


1 The rejection means that the 


Chinese Communists are refusing 
to promise this country to punish 
those persons responsible for the 
China Sea attacks, or to give as- 
surances there won't be more such 
incidents. 


2 
The State Department dis- 


closed that Britain has sent a for- 
mal commendation for the rescue 
efforts of the U.S. Navy in connec- 
tion with the shootings. American 
officials have viewed the Commu- 
nist tactics, of being contemptuous 
toward America, and placatory to- 
ward Britain, as an effort to drive 
a wedge between them. 


One possible course of new Amer- 


ica action could be in the United 
Nations. There, the United States 
might use Red China's conduct in 
the whole affair as further and 
dramatic proof of the American 
argument that Communist China 
is unfit to be given a membership 
in the U.N. 


Bears Out Ike 


The l a t e s t turn of events ap- 


peared to bear out President Eis- 
enhower's view at a news confer- 
ence Wednesday that th£ Chinese 
Reds are trying to play the clashes 
in such a way as to divide the 
United States and Britain. 


For, while Peiping refused to ac- 


cept the American protests, it has 
apologized promptly to Britain for 
the destruction of the British plane 
involved.

fice Wednesday by the ranking 
British diplomat there.
